In this connection we 
would urge that.the work of re- 
casting and consolidating the 
Public Health and Buildings Or- 
dinance, which. we understand is 
in progress, ‘may be expedited, 
At present the hundreds ‘of 
amendments, large and small, 
that have been introduced since 
the Ordinance first came into be- 
ing, are a source of some be- 
wilderment to. those who have 
occasions to refer to the law on 
the subject. Much time would be 
saved to both the Government 
and the Public if the Ordinance 
were consolidated in a compre- 
hensive. and clear manner. 

Health Measures, : 

- The unofficials have noted 
with considerable satisfaction 
that provision has been made for 
anti-malarial and _anti-venereal 
diseases measures, as well as for 
infant ‘welfare work. It is the 
earnest hope of the unofficial 
members that before long steps 
will be taken to give * greater 
facilities for the treatment of

If work has not yet been com- 
menced, we suggest that the 
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Estimates for 1932.: We hope 
that if in the course of the year 
the finances of the Colony should 
improve, a larger sum than the 
$50,000 now inserted. in the Es- 
timates, may be spent. on this 
road, so ag to accelerate its com- 
pletion as much as odsible. 

- The announcement that a new 
gaol is to be built: has been 
satisfaction to the Public., We 
commend to the consideration of 
the Government the proposition 
of removing the Police Training 
School at Mongkok to. the neigh- 
bourhood of the new Gaol. The 
proximity of the Training School 
to the Gaol would ‘help to keep 
down the staff of Warders; and 


the valuable property now occu-. 


pied by the School, which has re- 
cently been acquired at a con- 
siderable sum of money, can be 
resold, probably at a profit.

. . Water Schemes. ; 
. We were gratified ‘to learn 
‘that. on the construction of the 
Service Reservoir in the Botani- 
eal Gardens next year, and the 
laying of a 24-inch pipe-line to 
connect the reservoir to the 
cross-harbour pipe-line, the first 
section of the Shing Mun 
Scheme will be completed. Our 
gratification has been enhaiced 
by the knowledge that works on 
the new.dam for the Aberdeen 
Reservoir, the upper and lower- 
Pumping Stations, the  recon- 
struction of Eliot Filter-Beds, 
and the East Catch-Water’ First 
Section have all been ‘satisfac- 
torily executed.

Having expressed the collec. 
tive views. of the Chinese unoffi- 
cial members, may I, with great 
deference, offer some personal 
opinions and suggestions in re- 
gard fo the technical uspect of 
the Estimates? I am embolden- 
ed to undertake this self-imposed 
task by the readiness with which 
the Government has in. the past 
adopted similar suggestions from 
the unofficial members, and also 
by the experience which I gain- 
ed from the humble part I took in 
[ae preparation of the Colony's 
annual Estimates when I had 
the honour of serving in the. Col- 
onial Secretary's Office. 

.If I may be permitted to say bo, 
the form of the draft Estimates 
tow before us is undoubtedly 
better than that of any Estim- 
ates have been presented to this 
Council during the pust several 
years. - The two statements 
showing the actual Revenue and 
the uctual Expenditure for the 
past ten years, now embodied in 
the Estimates for the first time, 
are :particularly helpful. But I 
venture to think that the. useful- 
ness of the second statement 
would. have been greatly. en- 
hanced if Personal Emoluments, 
Other Charges, and Special: Ex- 
penditure’ of each department 
were shown sepurately, thereby 
enabling the public to see the 
variations in each of those three 
main, items for a period of ten 
years. _ The statement could be 
further improved, in my opinion, 
by having all the salaries charge- 
able to any one Departament | qeeeeene een ey 
instead of having them grouped —SSS::*~S~<S<Se 
allocated to that depar tment, 
under the three “omnibus” heads 
—Cadet Service, Senior Clerical 
and Accounting Staff, and Junior 
Clerical Staff. To do this for 
the last ten years might entail 
too much clerical work, but per- 
haps a beginning in this direc- 
tion. might be made with 1931, 
the year in which the totals of

debit salaries of the clerical ser- 
vice to the various departments 
concerned, so that the unofficial 
members could arrive. at a-de- 
finite knowledge of the cost of 
running ench department. But 
the Government did mot accept 
this view. In 1929-the Hon. Sir 
Shou-son Chow, on behalf of the 
unofficial members, also drew at- 
tention to this method, and sug- 
rested that the public interest 
would be better served by re- 
verting to the ‘old system of em- 
bodying in the estimates of each 
department all salaries charge- 
able to that department, even if 
a little more time and labour 
were entailed thereby. To this 
suggestion the Government made 
a partial concession by introduc- 
ing the Summary I have men- 
tioned. This: Summary is a -dis- 
tinct improvement on the form 
of the previous Estimates, 
though on the whole I prefer to 
see the estimates of expenditure 
of each department contain ail 
the detailed disbursements it 
has to make. At any rate, the 
Auditor seems to hold this view; 
but if the Government is not pre- 
pared tu go to the length advo- 
cated by me, may I suggest that 
in future Estimates, under the 
head “Summary,” Special Ex- 
penditure should be shown after 
Personal Emoluments and Other 
Charges have been __ totalled. 
Special Expenditure is non-re- 
current expenditure, and may 
show a large amount in one.year 
and nothing at all in another; to 
group. it with the other two -re- 
current items may cause & wrong 
conception of the real position of 
the estimated 'recurrent expen- 
diture of a department for the 
following year as compared with 
that of the current year. For 
example, take the Summary at- 
tached to the Imports and Ex- 
ports Office on page 27. From 
this you will see that the Special: 


Expenditure ‘for 1931 j is $20,800 
and for 1932 $6,000; while the 
total of the three main items 
Personal Emoluments, . Other 
Charges, and Special Expendi- 
ture for 1931, was $948,610, and 
the total for 1982 was’ $942,341 
an apparent decrense of $6,269 
—when.in reality the estimates 
for 1982, if computed without 
the. Special Expenditure, should 
reveal ‘an increase of $8,581. 
With, the Special Expenditure 
shown separately in the . Sum: 
mary, this confusion would be 
obviated.

FORTY YEARS AGO. 


The: First Execution. 4 


The. United States has been 
“eglebrating” the fortieth anniver- 
sary of the first execution by the 
vlectric chair. . : 

Great indignation was expreased 
by the London papers of the ninaties 
at the news that. William Kemnler, 
condemned for, killing-a woman with 
an axe, had deen executed by this 
new method. “The guillotine and 
the hangman's rope do not compare 
in cold-blooded barbarism with the 
chair,” declared the Daily Chronicle, 
while the “Standard” predicted that 
the “execution will send a thrill of 
indignation throughout the elvilised 
world,” and added that the “scene 
may be described ag a disgrace to 
our common humanity.” : 

In the United States, too, there 
wag bitter’ opposition, The Jegal 
battle fought over the condemnation 
of Kemmler reached the United 
States Supreme Court, where the 
sentence was sustained. Papers 
were vehement in their denuncla- 
tiona of the method of exceution 
since adopted by many states as the 
most humane means of capital 
punishment. Electrical companies 
opposed it, for they feared that the 
advertisement of the deadly power 
of “chained lghtning’—as clec- 
tricity, then in its infancy, was 
called—would serfously handicap its 
development.. Newspaper reporters 
were not allowed to be present at 
the firat execution. 

The electric chair than used was 
burned during Auburn Prison’s first 
riot on July 28, 1929.

A Minister ¥ Who Was

So atriking is the resemblance, 
that some of the French delegation 
japparently thought that M. Briand 
jhad suddenly decided to come to 
'Cambridge.to address the confer- 
ence. : 

“Tl am not M. Briand,” Mr. Mac- 
Fadyen explained, “but I have often 
been mistaken for him when visting 
the Continent. On one occasion 
at Nuremberg my resemblance 
nearly cost me my life!” 

Describing the incident in an 
interview afterwards, . Mr. 
Fadyen said he was sitting in a 
beer garden with some English 
friends when he noticed that some
